POPULATION. 


The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  resident  population  of 
the  district  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1939  is  11,330,  on  which  the 
death  rates  are  based,  and  11,210  on  which  the  birth  rates  are 
based. 

(The  figure  for  1938  was  11,270). 

( The  yearly  estimates  oj  population  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  are  based  on  the  adjusted  last  Census  figures  after 
allowance  for  births,  deaths ,  and  migration.) 

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

In  the  Maryport  Relief  District,  which  is  included  in  the 
Mid-Cumberland  Guardians’  Area,  the  number  of  persons  in 
receipt  of  out-door  relief  was  839  on  the  31st  of  December.  This

The  net  live  birth 
rate  is  accordingly  16.4  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  16.1  for  the  previous  year.

The  still  birth  rate  per  1000  total  live  and  still  births  was  56.4 
as  compared  with  26.7  in  1938,  25.1  in  1937,  30.0  in  1936,  and  9.0 
in  1935. 

DEATHS. 


The  number  of  deaths,  registered  as  belonging  to  the  district 
was  152  (i.e.  after  correcting  for  non-residents  dying  within  the 
district  and  for  those  persons  whose  usual  residence  was  within 
the  district  dying  without  the  district).  This  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  of  13.4  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  14.7  for 
the  previous  year. 

By  multiplying  the  crude  death  rate  figure  by  an  adjusting 
factor  (“The  Population  Handicap”)  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  arrived  at,  i.e.  the  crude 
death  rate  adjusted,  in  so  far  as  sex  and  age  group  components  of 
the  population  are  concerned,  so  as  to  make  it  comparable  from 
a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country 
as  a  whole  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local  area  similarly 
modified.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  Maryport  Urban  District 
was  13.3,  as  compared  with  14.6  for  1938.

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  consumption  of  water  was  again 
approximately  29  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  per  day 
throughout  the  whole  area  served  by  the  Maryport  Water  Board 
(which  included  Maryport  U.D.,  Dearham  and  Dovenby). 

Extensions  of  Main. — The  following  extensions  of  water 
mains  were  carried  out  during  1939 : — 

183  yards  of  3in.  and  550  yards  of  4in.  “Everite,”  and  53  yards 
of  3in.  and  167  yards  of  5in.  iron  concrete  lined  main  were  laid  at 
the  Pecklewell  Housing  Site  and  the  Grasslot  Factory  Estate.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  the  same.  No 
conversions  of  insanitary  bottom  outlet  gulleys  to  modern  side 
outlet  gulleys,  were  made  in  1939.  Ten  additional  street  gulleys 
were  installed. 

Extensions  of  Sewers, — At  the  Factory  Estate  at  Grasslot, 
private  sewers  were  laid  as  follows  : — 

112  yards  of  9in.  glazed  stoneware. 

N.B. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  125  visits  to  new  buildings 
and  62  visits  to  old  or  existing  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  testing- 
drains  and  sewers. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  30  outlying  houses  (including  farms), 
the  water-carriage  system  is  universal.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
continues  to  strive  to  get  extra  accommodation  provided  where 
necessary  and  reasonably  possible.  13  W.C.’s  were  added  to 
existing  premises.  The  description  of  Sanitary  Conveniences  at 
the  end  of  1939  was  as  follows  : —

SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

All  arrangements  made  for  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  shop  refuse,  fish  offal,  etc.,  remained  the  same.  Refuse  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  two  refuse  tips  in  use 
being  : — 

(va)  One  on  the  waste  land  to  the  West  of  the  new  road  leading 
into  Curzon  Street  from  Grasslot  for  the  old  Urban 
District,  and 

(b)  One  in  Flimby,  near  the  Council  houses  in  that  area. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  district  is  undertaken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  J.  Pattison,  whose  Summary  of  Work 
Done,  in  accordance  with  Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Order, 
1926,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

My  best  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Pattison  for  his  willing 
and  valuable  help  at  all  times  in  the  many  problems  constantly 
arising  in  the  District.  He  deals  with  all  matters  promptly  and 
efficiently  and  has  untiring  energy. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hooton,  the  temporary  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector, 
was  mainly  employed  on  Housing  Inspection  and  his  reports 
are  accurate  and  reliable.  He  left  for  service  with  H.M.  Forces  in 
September.

87  visits  of  inspection  to  shops  dealing  in  all  classes  of  goods, 
were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  including  visits  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances,  etc.,  defects  being  found  and  remedied 
at  6.

The  method  employed  for  disinfestation,  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  is  that  of  spraying  wdth  a  proprietary 
insecticide  in  an  endeavour  to  destroy  the  majority  of  the  vermin 
in  the  first  place,  after  which  the  tenant  is  advised  as  to  thorough 
cleaning  of  the  house,  the  stripping  off  of  wallpaper,  cleaning  of 
wire  bed  mattresses,  etc.  Usually  after  the  stripping  of  walls, 
further  spraying  is  carried  out.  Owners  are  later  approached,  if 
no  further  signs  of  vermin  are  observed,  to  repair  plasterwork,  etc. 

The  belongings  of  tenants  before  removal  to  Council  houses 
are  always  examined  and,  in  suspicious  or  definitely  verminous 
cases,  the  furniture  (including  woodwork  and  spring  mattresses  of 
beds)  are  sprayed  and  then,  together  with  bedding,  thoroughly 
washed  and  cleansed  by  the  tenant.  Nine  of  the  16  houses  disin¬ 
fested  were  in  respect  of  prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses. 

In  all  cases  after  disinfestation  is  carried  out,  tenants  are 
advised  as  to  the  proper  periodical  cleaning  of  houses,  including 
the  regular  dismantling  and  cleaning  of  beds.  Where  walls  have 
been  stripped,  often  of  many  successive  layers  of  wallpaper, 
tenants  are  advised  to  redecorate  the  walls  with  distemper  in 
preference  to  wallpaper. 

Two  insecticides  have  been  used  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
with  good  results,  viz.  :  “Zaldecide”  and  “Slatford  Insecticide.” 

Altogether,  a  total  of  165  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
bed  bug  eradication.  Two  houses  were  also  sprayed  out  which 
were  infested  with  ants,  two  houses  were  sprayed  out  for 
cockroaches,  and  one  house  for  furniture  beetles. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

59  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  mice,  advis¬ 
ing  occupiers  as  to  the  eradication  of  the  vermin,  laying  poisoned 
baits,  etc.  Poisons  are  still  obtained  from  the  County  Council  and 
distributed  free  to  occupiers  of  infested  premises. 

A  total  of  502  rats  and  21  mice  were  known  to  have  been  killed 
during  the  year.  Of  this  number  314  rats  were  killed  on  the  refuse 
tip,  mainly  by  gassing. 
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HOUSING 


3  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

The  66  Council  houses  at  Flimby  and  the  73  houses  at  Peckle- 
well  were  completed  and  occupied  by  the  end  of  the  year,  resulting 
in  the  re-housing  of  631  persons. 

Under  the  Housing  Acts  2  houses  were  closed  and  62  were 
demolished,  32  being  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  30  being  Individual 
Unfit  houses,  one  of  the  latter  being  demolished  as  the  result  of 
informal  action. 

15  houses  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation,  3  as  the  result 
of  works  carried  out  in  accordance  with  undertakings  previously 
occupied,  and  12  as  the  result  of  informal  action. 

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  234  Individual  Unfit 
Houses,  36  had  remained  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  1938,  and,  in 
addition,  undertakings  which  had  previously  been  accepted  in 
respect  of  12  houses  were  withdrawn,  so  that  of  this  total  number, 
282,  124  Demolition  Orders  and  2  Closing  Orders  were  made  and 
undertakings  accepted  in  respect  of  92.  64  houses,  regarding  which 

representations  had  been  made  and  all  the  necessary  notices 
served,  were  due  for  consideration  by  the  Council  when  hostilities 
broke  out  and  action  was  deferred.  The  work  may  be  summarised

In  connection  with  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  owners  were 
threatened  with  court  action  in  2  instances.  The  necessary  works 
were  completed,  however,  before  the  summonses  were  issued  and 
no  further  action  was  therefore  taken. 


FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  were  31  registered  premises,  situated  in  the  district,  on 
the  register,  including  :  3  producers  and  wholesalers  ;  13  producers 
and  retailers:  2  producers,  wholesalers  and  retailers;  3  producers, 
buttermakers  and  retailers  ;  10  retail  purveyors.  Also  there  were 
8  retailers  whose  premises  are  situated  outside  the  urban  area. 

Licensed  “Accredited”  milk  producers  in  the  area  are  : — 

P.  Greggains,  Camp  Farm;  B.  Scott,  Moorside  Farm;  T.  Ander¬ 
son,  Woodside  Farm  ;  J.  Holliday,  Ellenborough  Farm. 

A  retailer’s  licence  to  sell  ‘‘Accredited”  Milk  was  granted  to 
Messrs.  Donaldson  Bros. 

A  retailer’s  licence  to  sell  “Pasteurised”  Milk  was  granted  to 
The  Maryport  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society. 

Altogether  69  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District 
and  submitted  to  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory,  Car¬ 
lisle,  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  accordance  with  an 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  sampling  of  designated 
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milks  4  times  per  year,  and  producers  supplying  Schools  3  times 
per  year,  as  well  as  50  routine  samples  (including  repeat  samples) 
was  aimed  at.  Duplication  of  samples  was  avoided  in  the  case  of 
designated  milks  being  supplied  to  schools,  one  sample  being 
taken  in  such  instances  and  serving  the  purposes  of  a  designated 
and  a  school  sample.  In  effect,  therefore,  the  69  samples  repre¬ 
sented  : — 

27  school,  34  designated,  30  routine  and  13  repeat  samples. 

Of  the  above  69  samples,  37  were  satisfactory  and  32  unsatis¬ 
factory  as  follows : —

No  tubercle  bacilli  were  reported  to  have  been  present  in  any 
sample. 

On  a  sample  of  milk  being  reported  as  tubercular,  a  thorough 
investigation  is  made  and  suitable  action  taken  by  the  Veterinary 
Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  I  am  kindly 
informed  by  Mr.  John  Cameron,  Veterinary  Officer  of  that 
Authority,  that  in  so  far  as  the  Urban  District  of  Maryport  was 
concerned,  no  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1925,  during  the  year  under  review. 

58  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  farms,  cowsheds  and 
dairies,  including  visits  for  sampling,  repeat  sampling  and  investi¬ 
gating  the  causes  of  dirty  samples. 

In  two  instances  lime-washing  had  been  neglected,  but  this  was 
speedily  remedied.  At  another  farm,  a  sewage  disposal  works 
was  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Where  the  results  are  unsatisfactory  as  to  cleanliness,  the 
attention  of  the  producer  is  drawn  to  the  requirements  regarding 
precautions  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  production  and 
handling  of  milk,  and  of  course  if  a  purveyor  only  is  involved, 
suitable  precautionary  measures  are  discussed  with  him. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Most  of  the  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir, 
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the  general  supervision  of  which  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Most 
of  the  animals  slaughtered  therein  are  inspected  at  the  time 
of  slaughter  or  before  removal  to  the  owner’s  premises. 

The  licensed  private  slaughter-house  at  Flimby  continues  to  be 
managed  properly  and  frequent  visits  are  made  to  it. 

As  many  as  448  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  Maryport  Abattoir  and  the  private  slaughterhouse 
at  Flimby,  and  the  following  slaughtering  took  place  : —

Scarlet  Fever  was  a  little  more  in  evidence,  there  being  34 
notifications  as  against  29  in  1938.  No  death  occurred  among 
these.  14  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Ellerbeck  Infectious  Dis¬ 
eases  Hospital,  Workington.  Whenever  possible  scarlet  fever 
cases  are  nursed  at  home. 

1  Diphtheria  case  was  notified  in  the  district,  as  compared 
with  11  in  1938,  and  it  recovered.  The  case  was  removed  to 
Ellerbeck  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Workington.  The  Council 
has  decided  that  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  shall  be  removed  to  Hos¬ 
pital,  except  where  a  trained  nurse  can  be  provided.  During  the 
months  of  March  and  April,  365  children  in  the  various  Infants’ 
Departments  of  the  Urban  District  Schools  were  immunised. 

There  were  3  notifications  of  Pneumonia.  The  total  deaths 
recorded  from  this  disease  (all  forms)  numbered  7. 

Puerperal  Notifications. — Puerperal  Pyrexia  (including 
Puerperal  Fever)  1. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  in  1939,  corresponding  to  a 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  5.1  per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births, 
as  compared  with  5.3  for  1938.  The  rate  (1939)  for  England  and 
Wales  'was  2.82.

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Tuberculosis. — Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  11  cases  of 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  (8  males,  3  females),  were  notified  and  2 
of  other  forms  of  this  disease  (1  male,  1  female)  during  the  year. 
Five  of  the  above  cases  proved  fatal  (3  males,  pulmonary  and  2 
females  pulmonary).  Nine  of  the  above  Pulmonary  cases  (8  males, 
1  female)  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium,  whilst  1  non-pulmonary 
(male)  received  treatment  in  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry.

Pamphlets  relating  to  certain  diseases,  e.g.  Measles,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  etc.,  are  distributed  when  considered  advisable. 
Instructions  regarding  the  common  notifiable  diseases  are  given 
where  each  case  occurs,  along  with  special  warnings  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Influenza  was  slightly  in  evidence  during  the  Spring. 

Measles  was  also  epidemic  during  November  and  December, 
1939,  but  no  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred.  The  death  rate 
from  Measles  per  1000  of  the  population  was  therefore  nil,  that  for 
all  England  and  Wales  being  0.01.
